Chicano Boycott of 
Coors Beer Proven Successful 


Coors beer, one of the hottest-success 
stories of the past decade, is slipping badly 
rn its biggest market, California, and this is 
cheery news for unions and civil rights 
groups, which have been urging beer drink¬ 
ers to boycott Coors because of the com¬ 
pany's labor and minority hiring policies. 

Coors, which is based in Golden, Colo., 
where all of its beer is brewed, has been 
under attack for many years. Mexican- 
Americans started a boycott in 1966, 
charging they were woefully underrepre¬ 
sented in the Coors work force. In 1968, 
the company had little trouble beating back 
a 118-day strike by Local 366 of the Brew¬ 
ery Workers International Union. And in 
that same year a dozen craft unions struck 
Coors—and they are, technically, still out 
on strike. 

The rightwing political views of the Coors 
family are well known and have consistently 
aroused the ire of liberal groups. 

However, if any of these protesting 
groups had any effect on Coors sales prior 
to 1975, it certainly wasn't noticeable. Coors 
was selling all the beer it could make. Be¬ 
tween 1967 and 1974 its output nearly 
tripled, making the company the nation s 
fourth largest brewer—behind Budwiser, 
Schlitz and Pabst—even though its distribu¬ 
tion was limited to 11 Western states. 

A whole mystique grew up around Coors, 
which is a nonpasturized beer with a light 
look and a light taste (some people say "the 
beer for nonbeer drinkers"). It was reported 
to be the favorite beer of actor Paul New¬ 
man. Airline pilots and stewardesses were 
said to be smuggling six-packs of Coors into 
Eastern markets. And soon selected stores 
in the East were carrying bootlegged cases 
of Coors at inflated prices, a development 
that didn't exactly please Coors since it 
needs to control its own distribution, par¬ 
ticularly to insure that the beer remains re¬ 
frigerated at all times. 

It all came to a climax last year when the 
Adolph Coors Company went public in an 
underwriting managed by Wall Street s 
Dillon, Read. More than $100 million was 
raised with the sale of less than one-third 


of the Class B stock—and this was nonvoting 
stock. 

In late 1974, as Coors was preparing to 
fo public, a formal "Boycott Coors" drive 
was organized in California by the Team¬ 
sters Union. It was headed by Allan Baird, a 
representative of Local 888, Beer Drivers 
and Salesmen's Union of San Francisco. 
Baird described Coors as a "racist, anti¬ 
working-people brewery." 

Whether it was this boycott, or other 
factors, it's clear now that Coors is losing 
ground in California, which accounted for 
49 per cent of its sales in 1974. Coors sales 
in the state were only 10.8 per cent in 

1975. Its share of the California market 
dropped from 40 per cent to 35 per cent. 

The decline seems to be continuing into 

1976. Official figures show that Coors sales 
in the first month of this year were down 
19.6 per cent in California. 

This setback in California has lost Coors 
its hold on fourth place in the national stand¬ 
ings. Miller beer has moved ahead of Coors. 
And in California, Coors is now in danger of 
losing its first place position to Budweiser, 
the national leader. Latest sales results show 
Coors with 32 per cent of the California 
market, Budweiser with 31.4 per cent. 

Last year, in an interview in the Wall 
Street Journal, William K. Coors, chairman 
of the brewery, said: "I take a lot of satis¬ 
faction in opposing all the forces that would 
like to put us out of business." In California 
these days, he has no trouble finding that 
"satisfaction."

Servicios Legales 
Para Ancianos 

por ARTEMIO CARANZA 

Estimado ciudadano de edad mayor: 

Ei Old American Act, (Decreto sobre 
Ancianidad) puesto en vigor desde 1965, y 
enmendado en 1975 en su Sección 302 (1)—- 
(42 U S C 3022)—(1), fue enmendado para 
incuirle a la definición que tenía sobre (So¬ 
cial Services) Servicios que los ancianos del 
país deberían recibir en el campo legal y 
sin costo alguno, ayudándolos a resolver sus 
problemas económicos. También entende¬ 
mos nosotros que su significado es: Servicios 
Legales y otros servicios de consulta. El 
Servicio Legal fué considerado por el Con¬ 
greso como uno de los cuatro más impor¬ 
tantes, y autorizó un presupuesto para 1976 
de $180,000—para 1977, $231,000, y para 
1978 hasta $287.000.00 

El Congreso reconoce la necesidad de 
identificar y conocer los problemas que en¬ 
cuentran los ciudadanos de edad mayor, 
para crear soluciones apropiadas y poder 
mobilizar y co-ordinar las fuerzas y elemen¬ 
tos de la sociedad para que respondan de¬ 
bidamente a la solución de los problemas 
legales de los ancianos. 

El Senator Tunney de California es uno de 
los principales proponentes de servicios 
legales para los ancianos del país, y ha dicho: 
"Quizas más que ningún otro grupo, los an¬ 
cianos confían absolutamente y esperan ayu¬ 
da de los complicados programas públicos y 
privados para su subsistencia diaria. Muchos 
de ellos no saben que hacer con la dificul¬ 
tosa operación burocrática del Gobierno 
Federal, de la que ellos ahora dependen. Sus 
problemas sobre contribuciones, sobre ha¬ 
bitación; sus problemas de Seguridad Social 
S.S.I., las de Medicare y Mediaid — todos 
son muy complicados y no pueden entender¬ 
los bien sin la ayuda de un experto en leyes." 

El Senador Cranston es otro de nuestros 
representates activos y en los debates del 
Older American Bill, declaró enfáticamente: 
"Predominan sobre nuestros ancianos de to¬ 
do el país un basto número de leyes y regla¬ 
mentos decisivos y complejos que agobian 
sus vidas. Sus hogares debieran ser provistos 
en forma segura, mediante leyes federales 
apropiadas que les acomoden y cambien en 
zonas clasificadas correctamente. La salud de 


nuestros ancianos depende generalmente de 
Medicare, Mediaid y leyes que regulan las 
casas hogar, y de leyes que reglamentan las 
drogas prescritas para ellos." 

"La alimentación de nuestros ancianos es 
tal vez asegurada por el Título Vil sobre 
nutrición, o por las estampillas para alimen¬ 
tos, o cualquier otro programa de nutrición 
federal." — "La fuente de ingreso puede ser 
el S.S.I., Seguro Suplemental de ingresos del 
Título XVI del Decreto de Seguro Social, o 
tal vez de pensión privada. Pero finalmente 
la dignidad de su libertad personal y el con¬ 
trol de sus propiedades está expuesta a las 
complicadas leyes de apoderado (Guardian¬ 
ship) o conservadores (conservatorship), o 
compromios con extraños adquiridos forsa- 
da e involuntariamente." 

"Es imperante y urgente que nuestros 
ancianos tengan una oficina con abogados 
competentes en el manejo de tantas leyes; 
que sepan como resolver todos sus proble¬ 
mas para que pueden en verdad nuestros 
ancianos sacar beneficio de todos los pro¬ 
gramas que el Gobierno Federal ha creado 
para ellos. — Pero en muchas ocasiones y en 
muchos lugares, Sr. Presidente, nuestros vie¬ 
jos carecen de buenos servicios legales. 
Testimonios ante este Comité nos han de¬ 
mostrado que aunque son los viejos un 20 
por ciento de la problación pobre, los casos 
legales de ellos demuestran que sólo un 6 

percent es el total que ha venido a consutar 
a las oficinas de los Servicios Económicos de 
la Administración, (Sucesora de E.O.C.) — 
Consecuentemente yo estoy convencido que 
hay unq urgente necesidad de ampliar y ex¬ 
tender la provisión y beneficios de los Ser¬ 
vicios Legales que fueron específicamente 
designados para resolver las necesidades y 
problemas de los americanos de 60 o más 


"A estó debo agregar que la situación 
del anciano americano no indigente, es aún 
más crítica que la del que es muy pobre. 
Este ciudadano tiene mucha fuerza eco¬ 
nómica para calificar en los programas 
gratuitos del Gobierno, pero tampoco cuen¬ 
ta con suficiente dinero para pagar aboga¬ 
dos particulares, y aunque tuviera manera 
de pagar los abogados privados, éstos no se 
han interesado por ellos y no conocen bien 
todas las intricadas reglamentaciones que 
rodean sus vidas."

En reconocimiento de la* consideraciones 
hechas en los párrafos anteriores, estamos 
incluyendo un número de provisiones del 
mencionado Decreto (Bill) que autoriza las 
Consultas Legales y también Consulta sobre 
ingresos económicos, impuestos (taxes) es¬ 
pecíficamente dirigidos a la resolución de 
los problemas de los ancianos y sus nece¬ 
sidades. 

Describiré acá unos cuantos de éstos: 
DEHCION DE SERVICIOS SOCIALES 

"Primero, la básica definición de servicios 
sociales en el Título III— Sección 302 (1) de 
"The Older American Act" ha sido enmen¬ 
dado para incluirle la parte legal sobre asun¬ 
tos relativos a ingresos y finanzas o tasa¬ 
ciones (Impuestos) y servicios a personas 
mayores." 

"El propósito básico del Decreto (Older 
American Act) es proveer servicios básicos 
a los ancianos: Consecuentemente yo creo 
que los servicios legales deben ser una parte 
integrante de los servicios que se ofrezcan 
y deben ser considerados en el plan general 
de Servicios Sociales ofrecidos bajo el Título 
III del Decreto." 

Hay más de 93,000 residentes en el Con¬ 
dado de Santa Clara que son mayores de 
60 años, y de ese número 12,000 son muy, 
muy pobres. 

Por la rozón expresada en el párrafo an¬ 
terior, el Congreso ha autorizado los medios 
económicos necesarios que nos ayudan a 
realizar esta noble tarea en ayuda del an¬ 
ciano. Pero las leyes escritas y las sumas de 
dinero autorizadas se pueden quedar sin 
acción si no tenemos servicios HECHOS; si 
los ancianos no toman provecho y ventaja 
de ellos.

Ethnic Pride Versus 
the Issues 


When it comes to politicel representa¬ 
tion, nothing gives the Chicano a better 
feeling than to have people of his own ethnic 
background sitting at the decision making 
level. 

To Americans of other national origins 
it becomes more a matter of ethnic pride 
to have one of their own group be Presi¬ 
dent, senator, governor, county supervisor, 
etc. 

To the Chicano, it is a matter of neces¬ 
sity. It gives the Chicano a feeling of se¬ 
curity to know there is someone with author¬ 
ity over his life that thinks as he does and 
understands his behavior. 

So many times I have been a witness to 
the moments when a Chicano's face lights 
up with jov and a feeling of relief when he 
unexpectedly finds that the official he needs 
to confront is another Chicano. He feels at 
home. 

I find, on the other hand, that the higher 
the socio-economic level the Chicano finds 
himself, the less he feels uncomfortable when 
dealing with members of the political family. 

Chicanos at this level tend to be con¬ 
cerned more with issues than with* candi¬ 
dates. Chicano elected officials in this case 
also become a matter of prestige which is 
shared by the entire ethnic group. 

I believe the Chicano voter has to be very 
careful he does not spend a disproportion¬ 
ate amount of time supporting Chicano can¬ 
didates at the expense of issues which may 
be just as important to the welfare of the 
group. 

The Mexican-American in the Southwest 
still accounts for the high statistical figures 
in unemployment, low educational level, poor 
housing, low family income, and health prob¬ 
lems. 


These are problems that often can be 
solved by advocating and supporting the 
numerous legislative bills designed to alle¬ 
viate these social conditions. The same ap¬ 
proach can be used to defeat proposed 
legislation which may be detrimental to the 
group. 

Many good bills introduced by under¬ 
standing and informed legislators frequently 
die prematurely at committee level and the 
floor of the House or go down to defeat at 
the polls. These bills are often ignored by 
Mexican-American political activists. 

Ironically, the ethnic minorities who would 
benefit from the proposed legislation are too 
busy campaigning for better ethnic repre¬ 
sentation at the legislative bodies. 

A good ethnic balance in any policy¬ 
making body is desirable, but the Mexican- 
American in this country must be more real¬ 
istic and direct his attention more to sup¬ 
porting issues that will provide more imme¬ 
diate relief to the basic needs of his group. 

With good direction, the Mexican- 
American leadership can influence necessary 
reforms, particularly in education, housing, 
and health. 

As for the future of Chicanos in politics, 
I don't think we need to worry. This matter 
will take its natural course. 

Our Mexican-American population is 
rapidly moving up the socio-economic 
ladder. 

We presently have a rich crop of out¬ 
standing Mexican-Americans who can serve 
well in any legislative or administrative level 
of government. 

These men and women are going to make 
it to those posts with the support of the 
majority of the voters, not because they are 
of Mexican origin, but because they are 
competent and dedicated people.

Chícanos have been "fighting the prob¬ 
lems of employment discrimination and 
equal employment opportunity in the Coun- 
sive action had to be taken to rectify the 
gross imbalance of Chícanos and other 
minorities working for the County. There¬ 
fore, the Chicano Employment Committee 
met with County Management in 1972 to 
set up the County's Affirmative Action Pro¬ 
gram whose overall goal was equal employ¬ 
ment for all persons regardless of race, re¬ 
ligion, sex, national origin, or physical handi¬ 
cap. This meant that specific goals and time¬ 
tables for the hiring of minorities and women 
into County Government had to be estab¬ 
lished. Two major goals were developed: 
(1) to establish and maintain the ethnic and 
racial balance (men and women) in the 
agency's employment level which was pro¬ 


portional to the ethnic and racial level of 
the work force within the County. This goal 
of parity employment must be achieved by 
June 30, 1977. (2) to assure that all thirty- 
i four County departments and eight occu¬ 
pational areas reflect and ethnic and racial 
balance (men and women) proportional to 
the work force in the County. 

The person who was selected to attain 
these goals was Sr. Tom Guerin, Affirmative 
Action Officer. Also working with Sr. Guerin 
are Sra. Margarita Aguirre, Sra. Marian Bay- 
ham, Sr. Antonio Chavez, and Srta. Joanne 
Sandoval. Since Sr. Guerin's appointment 
in January 1974, the number of Chícanos 
employed by the County has risen from 727 
(9.7 per cent) to 1358 (13.9 per cent) in 
January 1976. Several of the other minority 
groups have also experienced gains. 

The Minority Affirmative Action Office is 
located in the new County Administration 
Building at 70 West Hedding, East Wing, 
Eighth Floor, 299-4202.

(4) Amend first paragraph of present Section 45262 and 
designate it as Subsection "(a)"; add new Subsections 
"(b)” and "(c)”; and delete present Subsections "(a)", 
"(b)", and "(c)", and "(d)", regarding the preogatives 
of mechanical and electrical engineers per the statute 
and the obligations of the architect and engineers re 
administration of the work of construction.

When you are poor, Ernestine Garcia 
points out,, "you go through a lot of injus¬ 
tices." 

"Even today I can't just sit down and dis¬ 
cuss what I've been through without feeling 
anger — the anger is still there and some¬ 
times it comes out. But I have learned to 
have patience. And I have watched Cesar 
Chavez and I see that non-violence can work. 

Garcia is the new executive director of 
Confederación de la Raza Unida, a group 
of 54 Chicano organizations in the county 
replacing Jack Ybarra. She's also the Con¬ 
federación^ vice president. 

A Milpitan, she lives at 839 Nieves St. 
She grew up as the daughter of migrants, 
annually shifting from Arizona to Santa 
Clara and Alameda counties. Finally, in her 
teens, the family settled in Decoto, next to 
Union City. Garcia had picked cotton and 
cherries, apricots and prunes. At 14, she 
went to work in the canneries. 

She still maintains high respect for farm¬ 
workers. "I've always said that if you work 
in the fields you feed the country. It should 
be important to everyone that the farm¬ 
workers are treated with respect and are 
paid proper wages for what they are doing." 

The Confederación aims to correct some 
of those injustices felt by Chicanos. "We're 
trying to put across that we are all human 
beings and that we can work together and 
give each other a hand," Garcia says of the 
Confederación. 

A supporter of La Raza since its inception 
in the late 1960's, Garcia is also remem¬ 
bered for her firebrand stands on issues in 
Milpitas: the sleeping Mexican picture in a 
high school yearbook, damned as stereo¬ 
typing; the Comite pro Estudiantil, support¬ 
ing the formation of a Chicano Student 
Union and a Black Student Union, and work¬ 
ing to change how history is reported in the 
history texts. 

The intervening years have apparently 
softened some of Garcia's militancy. But 
she's still a far cry from a milquetoast. 


She has seen, she says, that the 'only way 
I could possibly make changes for the better 
in a lot of situations was to work in a united 
way. We have to better our community; no¬ 
body is going to do it for us — the Anglo 
community is not going to unite the Chi¬ 
canos — so if we don't get ourselves to¬ 
gether, nobody will help us." 

Out of the "nightmare" of police clashing 
with Chicanos at the Fiesta de las Rosas pa¬ 
rade in 1969 came the Confederación, the 
unity the Chicano community was seeking, 
Garcia says. She worked first as a member, 
then in various board positions. 

Garcia believes the Confederación has 
"opened doors for a lot of people." And, 
even though it had to resort to loud protests 
in the beginning, "we’ve learned how to do 
things so we don't have to holler. I think the 
ears are listening now, that people are more 
responsive to the needs of the Chicano and 
black communities — it's slowly coming 
about." 

Garcia is a descendant of a Mexican revo¬ 
lution veteran. Her oldest daughter often 
wondered, as a high school student, why her 
grandfather was not mentioned in the history 
books. About the same time the school dis¬ 
trict was being unified, Garcia was asking 
to see every social studies book used in Mil¬ 
pitas. 

Garcia defended her heritage from other 
insults. She's being sued as a result of one 
instance. A "mock test" that insulted the 
intelligence of Chicanos was passed amon^ 
several sheriff's deputies. Months after Gar¬ 
cia went before the board of supervisors to 
complain, and was awarded with apologies 
from them and Sheriff Charles Geary, three 
deputies sued Garcia and the Confedera¬ 
ción, claiming dedamation of character and 
slander. A countersuit has been filed by the 
Confederación.

The State Department of Health has determined that, pursuant to 
Section 2231 of the Revenue and Taxation Code, no increased costs or 
new costs to local governments will result from these regulation changes. 
Such determination will be made a formal part of the public hearing at 
the time and place described above.
